Some years ago, a Boston paper carried a series Of articles 
entitled, New England Family Coats-of-Arms, one of which 
featured "Clark", and the following copy of that article may 
be of interest, 


"The Clark family name comes from the designation of a learned 
man, who could read and write medical and ancient medieval 
lore,"

The first of the name in New England was William, who was made 
a freeman in Watertown, Mass., in 1630, He moved to Woburn 
about 1645, 


William was admitted a freeman in Salem, Mass, in 1630, He is 
on record, as having kept an inn there in 1634, (This is the 
William Clark from which the compiler is descended.) 


Lieutenant William, born in Plymouth, England in 1609, came to 
New England in 1630 and settled in Dorchester, Mass, He moved 
to Northampton, Mass, in 1659. 


John, born in England, in 1612, came from Ipswich, England, to 
New England in-1634, He was in New Haven, Conn, in 1639, and 
afterwards in New Hampshire, 


John was made a freeman in Cambridge, Mass, in 1632, In 1645, 
he was a resident of Saybrock, Conn, 


James was one of the first séttlers. of /New Haven, Conn, in 
1637. In 1669, he was in Stratford, Conn, 


George, a builder, came to New England in 1637, He became an 
inhabitant of Milford, Conn, in 1639, 


John, a physician, was a freeman in Newbury, Mass, in 1639, 
He moved to Boston in 1649, 


Daniel was on the record in Ipswich, Mass, in 1634, He was at 
Topsfield, Mass, in 1641, 


Nicholas was in Boston in 1632, He went to Hartford, Conn, 
in 1635, 


There were at least forty others of the name who were recorded 
in New England prior to 1700," , 
A reproduction of the Clark coat-of-arms was included>in the, 
article, showing the design in the colors, - yellow,(¢rimson) | 
and gray.

The numbers 1, 2, 3 etc., in the following, indicate succeeding 
generations, Some of the data has been obtained from the Mass, 
Encyclopedia of Biography,- Volume 14, Page 85. 


William Clark came from England about 1634, and he kept an 
ordinary in Salem, Mass, His first wife's name is unknown, by 
whom he had a son and a daughter; and he had four children by 

his second wife, Catherine. She renewed the license to conduct 
the tavern, in 1647, after William's death, William's inventory, 
made in 1647, amounted to 587L, 3s, 2d. 

(Webster defines ordinary as a tavern or eating house; originally 
and especially one that serves regular meals.) 


William Clark is described as a vintner in Salem, Mass, in 1660, 
and he is the father of John, There is no record concerning 
his wife, 

(Webster defines vintner as a wine seller, or wine merchant, 
especially, at wholesale.) 


John Clark was born about 1658 to 1660, and he settled in 

Beverly, Mass. He married Sarah, a daughter of John and 

Elizabeth Smith of Salem, Mass, She was born October 20, 1660, 
They settled in Rochester, Mass, about 1705, and there John's 

will was made March 7, 1727, Their children were:-

Isaac, #5, was a farmer who moved from Rochester, Mass, to 
Hardwick, Mass, about 1747, and died Dec, 24, 1804, aged 83, 
His widow, Content, died Feb, 22, 1309, aged 85, 


Thomas Clark married Sally Patrick of Western, now Warren, 
Mass. Their intentions were filed in Warren, Sept. 12, 1790,

Thomas was a shoe-maker in New Salem, Mass,, and died there on 
April 23, 1842, and is buried there, Sally, his widow, died in 
Spencer, Mass,, on Oct, 29, 1846, Notice of Sally's death was 
given in the Greenfield, Mass, Gazette & Courier, Dec, l, 1846, 
As a matter of interest, the children of Thomas Clark, listed 
above, achieved some little publicity because of their average 
length of life, Everline W. Rawson lived to exceed 100 years 
in Whitinsville, Mass., and is buried there, Her activities in 
her nineties were written up in Worcester, Mass, papers quite 
frequently. 


Isaac S, Clark married Elizabeth Berry on June 25, 1828, 
Elizabeth Berry was born Sept, 10, 1805, in North Prescott, 
Mass, Their children were:-

Elizabeth Berry Clark died in Hadley on April 8, 1848, The state 
of Massachusetts did not require the names of the parents of a 
deceased person to be listed in the town obituary records until 
1€50, so that information is not given there, And efforts to 
trace her ancestry have, so far, failed to give results, Isaac 
died in Hadley on Aug, 26, 1882, and both Isaac and Elizabeth 
are buried in the cemetery on Cemetery Road in Hadley, The lot 
is directly north on a line from Mount Holyoke Summit House and 
the brown-stone "Fox" monument, Isaac remarried to Sarah Wiley 
Dickinson on May 3, 1849, Thomas Baxter's mother died about 
four months after he was born, so he was adopted, legally, by 
his uncle, Thomas Baxter I, who lived in Spencer, Mass, 


Thomas Baxter Clark, II, married Phebe Howes Sears of East 
Dennis, Mass, on Nov, 23, 1871, Their children were:- 

Justin Baxter;- June 28, 1873. Clara Cynthia;- May 26, 1883, 
Allen Sears;- July 3, 1876. Lewis Manley;- April 11, 1887, 
Seth Roy;- Nov, 18, 1880, 

All the above children were born in Spencer, Mass,

Thomas Baxter, II, tried to enlist in the Civil War, but at 
that time, requirements were rigid and he was rejected because 
of his short stature, He was graduated from the Eastman National 
Business College in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and the compiler has the 
receipt for $35.00 which was paid for-his tuition and which was 
signed by Mr. Eastman on Dec, 12, 1867, It is made out to T. 
Baxter Clark of Spencer, Mass. His good penmanship and his 
ability with figures reflected his education at this college. 

Phebe came to Spencer to visit her cousin occasionally, and 
met Thomas Baxter and they were married in East Dennis, Mass, on 
Nov. 23, 1871, by Rev. J. W. Dodge. They came to live in the big 
farmhouse in Spencer, with Thomas B, Clark, I, and his wife, and 
helped to carry on the farm, taking it over upon the death of 
Thomas B,, I. Phebe is a direct descendant of Richard Sears, who 
settled in Yarmouth, Mass. in 1630; and the Sears genealogy is 
published in a bound volume, a copy of which is in the Springfield 
City Library, the title of which reads: Sears Genealogy. The 
descendants of Richard Sears (Sares) of Yarmouth, Mass. 

By Samuel P, May, 1890, 272 Center St,, Newton, Mass, Published 
by Joel Munsell Sons, Albany, N. Y. The compiler does not have 
a copy of this book, but does have a printed Sears Family Tree, 
compiled by Olive E. (Sears) Kelley and drawn by George E, Jones, 
Boston, Entered in Library of Congress in 1874, 

Phebe's father was Barnabas Allen Sears, born in East Dennis 
on June 27, 1815. He married Elizabeth Allen Seabury of East 
Dennis on Dec, 17, 1840, Their children were Mary Elizabeth, 
Phebe Howes, Sarah Seabury, Emma Josephine, Barnabas Allen and 
Betsy Emeline, Elizabeth died on June 23, 1878 and Barnabas 
married Charlotte (Lottie) Burgess of Harwichport on July 3, 1879. 

Barnabas! father, Paul Sears, married Ruth Howes, She, of 
course, was Phebe's Grandmother for whom she was given her middle 
name, Howes, The Howes genealogy, showing the Howes coat-of-arms, 
4s a bound volume in the Springfield City Library. 

The Clark family moved from Spencer, Mass, to a 68 acre 
farm in Baldwinville, Mass, in the spring of 1893, A pen or coop 
for the poultry was built on the hay-wagon, drawn by one horse, 
and Justin, Allen and Seth travelled, by this means, to Baldwin- 
ville, a distance of about 30 miles, The rest of the family 
came by train and the balance of the goods came by freight car, 
In September 1899, all except Justin and Allen, moved to Templeton, 
Mass., and Thomas died there on March 14, 1916, and is’ buried 
there in the Pine Grove Cemetery, Later, Phebe and Clara moved 
to Gardner, Mass,, and after a few years, to Springfield, Mass., 
where Phebe died on June 21, 1927. She is buried in Pine Grove 
Cemetery, as is also Lewis, who died in Westfield, Mass, on Dec, 1, 
1919, He was not married, 

Clara Cynthia did not marry. She now resides at #1 Salem 
St., Springfield, Mass, During the last ten years she was 
employed as a seamstress by the Wesson Memorial Hospital, from 
which position she recently retired, with a ten-year service pin,

As a strange coincidence, Thomas Baxter I was born on Dec, 5; 
1800; Thomas BaxterII, his nephew, (legally adopted son), was 
born Dec. 5, 1847, and Robert Baxter, Thomas Baxter II's 
grandson, was born on Dec, 5, 1913. 
Seth graduated from Baldwinville High School in 1899, and 
from Worcester Polytechnic Institute of Worcester, Mass. 
in June 1904, with the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Chemistry. He was employed by the City of Worcester as a 
chemist at the Sewage Disposal Plant from July 1, 1904 
through May 31, 1905. In June 1905, he became chemist of the 
Republic Rubber Co, of Youngstown, Ohio, remaining with them 
for fifteen years, in various capacities, including Asst, Mill 
Superintendent, and Development Mer. On Nov, 20, 1920, he 
became factory manager of the Braender Tire and Rubber Co, of 
Rutherford, N,J., living in Passaic, N.J. In Dec, 1y2e, he

were among the early settlers in Mass,, and one of them is a 
Revolutionary War veteran, buried in Granville, Mass, Clara was 
a trained contralto singer, singing in various musical organiza- 
tions and church quartets in Youngstown, Ohio, She was af- 
flicted with high blood pressure during her later years, and 
after a couple of light attacks, She finally suffered a 
crippling shock on Dec, 31, 1947, and she died September le, 
1950, and is buried in the Masonic Section of Hillcrest 
Cemetery in Springfield, Mass, 

Seth R, married Viola May Zahn on June 18, 1951, in the 
Chapel of Wesley Methodist Church by Dr. Leslie H, Johnson, 
Viola is the daughter of Richard Paul and Caroline Linda 
Turconi Zahn, and was born in Easthampton, Mass,, on Aug. 6, 
1901, Her father was a Spanish American War veteran, who 
died on July 19, 1901, less than a month before his daughter 
was born, Her mother was born in Milan, Italy, and came to 
this country when she was six years old, She died eight 
months after Viola was born, Viola lived with her grand- 
parents until they died, when she was six years old,* She 
then lived with her mother's sister and her husband and 
daughter in Easthampton; Joseph and Louise and Hazel Ourada, 
until she was 22 years old, when she moved to Springfield, 
Mass, She has been an employee of Johnson's Bookstore, Inc. 
for 34 years, 

Seth and Viola went to 1904's fiftieth year reunion 
in 1954 and to the fifty-fifth reunion in 1959 at the

George was a Civil 
War veteran who was shot in the leg on Sherman's march to 
the sea, George and Julia lived all their married life in 
spencer on Ash St,, near his father's house; and are buried 
in Spencer, 
Thomas B, I, had an interesting career, He worked on a farm 
in Spencer, near the Charlton line, and when he was in his 
early twenties he bought the place from his employer, and 
Martha Green, who had also worked there, stayed on to keep 
house for Thomas, Thomas made charcoal from wood and sold 
it to the iron mills in Worcester, Later, he went into 
partnership with a neighbor and they entered a contract to 
furnish ties for the Boston & Albany R,R., which was then 
being built, under another name, His partner lost his nerve 
and gave up, whereupon Thomas worked, night and day, accord- 
ing to tradition, and was able to live up to the contract, 
He sold that farm and bought the Doctor White farm at 
56 Ash St, Some time later, a street named Clark in his honor 
was cut through his farm from Ash to Maple St., and he sold 
house lots, mostly to Canadian-Americans who worked in the 
Shoe factories, The compiler and his brothers and sister 
were born in the old farm-house with its inside well with 
Windlass and bucket, and with a monster chimney at 56 Ash 
St. Martha died on Nov. 7, 1878, aged 77 years & 7 months, 
Thomas died on Feb, 5, 1886, aged 87 years & 2 months, 
They are buried in The Spencer Congregational Church Cemetery, 
The Spencer Sun of Friday, Feb. 5, 1886 contains the 
following: 
"Thomas Baxter Clark, one of the oldest and best known citizens of 
this town died at 7 o'clock from the infirmities of old age, 
having begun his 88th year, He was born at New Salem but had been 
in Spencer about 60 years, most of the time engaged in farming, He 
was selectman in 1842 & 1843 and has always taken an interest in 
public affairs, Mr, Clark is one of the few men in town who has 
acquired a competence from the soil, He has always enjoyed remark- 
able health, has always been social, kind-hearted, a good neighbor 
and first-class citizen, Up to his last illness, which has been 
brief, he enjoyed life, read the papers, and has always made the 
best of the world, Spencer will be lonesome without him,"

And the Spencer Sun of Friday, Feb, 12, contains the following: 


"There was a large attendance at the funeral of Thomas Baxter 
Clark last Monday afternoon in the Congregational Church, The 
large number of old citizens and prominent business men present 
was a strong proof of the esteem in which the deceased was held, 
Rev,. Dr. Walker conducted the service," 


Thomas was a long-time director of the Spencer Savings Bank, up 

to the time of his death, A bank book in the compiler's possession 
lists his name, 

He is the first of The Clark Family having the name Baxter, 

The compiler found, in old Warren records, that a Rev, Baxter 

was a highly revered minister in Warren; so evidently, Thomas 

and Sally got the name from that source,

The name "Clark" is spelled with and without a final "e", even 
as applied to the same person in genealogical records,

name of a child who died young for the name of a child born 
later, as, for example, two children "Thomas" under 5,

and Stevens in the "Hobbies" section on the Methodist Church 
magazine, "Together", and received five replies from widely 
separated sections of the country, The author of one is evidently 
a distant relative, and further investigation is continuing,
